Dr. Sahler says: "We are sur- 
rounded or immersed in the vibra- 
tions of Divine Mind, and we only 
require proper conditions to be 
spelled out into human conscious- 
ness. The magnetic forces of the 
body are affected by these vibra- 
tions and serve as wires to convey 
messages to the seat of the soul..
